THE “ TATSANG'S " EXPERIENCES, 


" Uponthe arrival bere thls morning of the Indo- 
China S. N, Co.'s steamer Tassang, Coptaln H, | 
Hogg, a representative of the Telegraph boarded 
the ves:el and Interviewed Mr. Stanley, the. chief 
officer, to whom we are indebted for the 
following interesting particulars :—'

Lotaln 
Bay diring the afternoon, -and in so doing ° 
pasted the Chirese steamer 7af-an ‘outside, 
Captain Hoge prow ptly anchored In about 10° 
fathoms of water and prepared for the typhoon. 
First one anchor was let go, then another, and 
finally, next day, a third mud-hook wae 
lowered and the engines kept ‘slow ahead.” 
By 3 pam. on the 29th the wind, which for many. 
bours had been howling om{nously through the 
tigging, was blowing a full gale, accompanied’ by 
tenlfic rata-sque At 4.30 pm. the hurricane - 
was at ite Helght; # mountainous sea wag 
Fapning, bifoding xaln-squalis and spray swept 
the decks, and the meter dropped ta 28,40, 
At this time it appeared to those on board that 
the wind could surely blow no barder, neither 
could the sea in the land-locked heven 
tise any higher, so no anxfety was felt ad to 
what the next boar might bring fo th. .How- 
ever, half an hour liter, at 5 p.m., the wind 
ceased to blow, the sea :apldly calmed down 
and the fierce rale-squails became conspicuous 
by reaxon of thelr entire absence, whilst millions 
of filer, beetles and scorés of blids (chiefly 
swallows) fell on the decks, This left no doubt 
but that the centre ‘of the typhoon was 
passing right over the Zafsang and that an 
hour or' two herce the outer circle of the 
depression would utrike the vessel.
